John C. Shealer, deputy sheriff and former sheriff, ran 
third in the Republican race with 718 votes, and Melvin H.

Dampness Traced 
To Window Frames 


Damp spots frequently appear on 
the interior surfaces of walls, but 
contrary to the impression of some 
home owners, only in relatively few 


cases are they caused by leakage 
through the walls. 
Source of the trouble is usually 
found around window frames which 
are 
poorly 
built 
or 
improperly 
weatherproofed. These frames ad­ 
mit air and moisture, and the ad­ 
joining interior wails soon become 


unsightly with dirt and water stains. 
Water, Anding its way into the 
wall around the window frame, may 1 
work along inside the'wal! and make 
a spot on the plaster surface several 
feet distant. Becaase of this, it is 
sometimes difficult to locate the 
source of trouble.
